The two principal ways in which the substituter works his game in the selling of dental a 
supplies are by the old “just as good” tale, and by ca ita, the victim into the esas aM 


that he is getting exactly what he calls for. 


HOW THEY WORK 


In the first instance the seller plays upon the credulity of the buyer, and whoso ee 
is taken in by the specious arguments offered has only himself to blame. Imitations “ 


are never “just as good.” 


In the second case the scheme may be to Jead the victim to cheat himself. A tray _ 


of engine burs is set. out for him to select from. It is labeled “Revelation” Burs, 
and one corner of it is filled with the genuine article, the remainder with those which 


the dealer wants to palm off. When'the tray is passed out, a bur from the “Revelation” : 
corner is taken out and the trade-yg-mark carefully displayed as a guarantee of good 
faith,—“no cheating here.” Then the customer proceeds to select, never doubting that 
all the burs before him bear the same trade-mark. The chances are that the great : 
majority of his selection will be spurious, because the a burs in the tray are * : 


the less used sizes. 


Another way in which the second method of the “substitution” fraud is wore a 


is by the assurance in plain words that the article is genuine. This is a risky method, 


and it takes nerve to do it, but your substituter is usually gifted with that article. | 


It can only be worked safely on those who are little poste or with small cae and is 
more cae to obtain in foreign countries. os 


THE SUFFERERS 


Three parties suffer directly and at once by substitution—the user, the maker, 
and the honest dealer. The user is cheated, and he naturally thinks the supposed 
maker a fraud, who in consequence loses caste with him. The honest dealer suffers 
because one who has been defrauded in this way is apt to generalize, to conclude that 
substitution is a common “trick of the trade,”—“they all do it,” he thinks. This is | 
a mistake. We believe that the great majority of the dealers in dentists’ supplies | 
are honorable men, who would not stoop to subterfuge or misrepresentation to make | 


sales. Our warning is against those who prefer “the next dollar” to honest dealing.
